vanced to predict whether or not this proposed extension of the Notice 
would be inadvisable. If you adopt Mr,|^| ( s "third category" idea, 
I believe that much if not all of this Notice would become obsolete. 

On the other hand, you may know that we are sufficiently far away from 
enunciating such a doctrine, and you may therefore feel that the re- 
publication of the Notice would not be out of order.
